Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Insofar as the applicants arguments regarding the 
reaction temeprature, the disclosure of Kodemura, taken for all it teaches (and NOt just preferred embodiments), clearly teaches the 
claimed temperature range. Thus, in the absence of showing of unexpected results due to reaction temperature this limitations would have 
been clearly obvious to an ordinary artisan. With respect to the ratio fo the peroxide and modifier, as discussed in the previous office 
action, ratios similar to the claimed are disclosed in comparative example. The limitation to peroxide being benzoil peroxide is not enetred 
at this time. However, it is noted, that since the reference discloses various peroxides as functional equivelents, the effects of different 
peroxides and their amounts relative to other components, are expected to be substantially similar. 
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
